which generally ſpring from the Source 
of our own extravagant Crotchets, or 
our own 1elfiſh Humours, as well as 
the common 'F ASHION of the World 
And this is the ſole Reaſon, why 1 
have ſo often us'd the Terms of Own 
and SELF throughout the whole Wort. 

In fine, this is the Sum and Sub. 
ſtance of what I propoſe in deſcanting 
upon the following Pꝛoberbs: Save 
only that I am to tell the Reader in- 
geuuouſly one Thing more by tbe By;

To preſs on therefore in his Steps 
upon the Nature, 
Uſe, and Excellency of this Sort of 
LEARNING, in the Praiſe of Pꝛo - 
verbs; I may preſume, with very li 
good Authority, to affert, that ä 
Pꝛoberb z 4 vulgar Saying accom- 
modated to Tos and Tims 
which imports more, or fignifies 
ſomething elſe than the Words ex- 
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W preſs ; according to the Definition of 
Wi h Doxarus and Diouzpes, a4 
Exasuus quotes them to this Purpoſe. 
W The GrEEKs alſo have defin'd it ſe- 
oral Ways, but all to the ſame End 
a Purport ; that it is an Expreſs 
W fon directing the Conpuct of hu- 
man Life, couch'd under a DAxx 
Cox, and containing in it felf 
great Profit and Advantage of In- 
W STRUCTION : Or, that it is a SHORT 
erren overſhadowing a manifeſt 
Thing, or a naked Truth in Terms 
of Obſcurity. But with Submiſſion 
to the Judgment of both, the LATIN 
and the Grttx Grammarians, I am 
clearly of my Aurnhoxs Opinion, 
bat a Pꝛoberb i 4 celebrated Sav- 
bs, famous for its remarkable Ele- 
gancy, Wit, and Novelty. Nom, 
hu i the moſ# exact and complete 
Loorcal Definition, I have mer 
bvith, of a Pzoverb : For the Nxw- 
Iss, or Novelty, mention d bere, is 
| 6 not 
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not inconſiſtent with the Nature of it 
though it be never ſo Old; but at firſt 
gave it Life, Birth, and. Growth, 
and tranſmitted is at laft to all Poſte> 
tity. 4 Pꝛoverb is renew 'd datly 
in every Bodys Mouth; grows freſh 
and freſh ſtill under the Decays of 
Time ; and flouriſhes, when all lp 
Things fade into Infignificancy or Ob- 
livion. It becomes young again in 
ite old Days, recovers Strength by 
Age, and gets Vigour by ANTIQuiTY H; 
and it never dotes or dies, when 
mortal Men, perhaps, have outliv'd 
themſelves. 
As for the above-cited Definition 
they ſeem rather to be imperfect De-

Account of their Compendiouſneſs or 
Brevity, and partly for their profita- 
ble Inſtruction, as well as Pleaſant-

As for Inſtance, that 
Saying of COOLS ; namely, All 
Things are common among Friends 
being rightly. underſtood, u the SuM 
of all Society, Friendſhip, and Hap- 
pineſs in the World, and the very 
COMPENDIUM of all human Duty. 
In ſhort, tit Plato's large volumi- 
nous Community in ABSTRACT. And 
beſides, what does it import leſs, than 
CHRISTIAN CHARITY ? To love ons 
another, as we ought to do; which

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t the fulfilling of the Law, and the 
laſt Accornplifhment of our © biefſen 
Saviour Divinity. 

In the next Place, Pꝛoberbs over 
2 above their facilitating the Know- 
ledge of PHYLOSOPHY, do very much 
conduce alſo to the Facuury of Per- 
ſwaſion; for what can perſwade more 
effectually, than an elegant — 
ſion of univerſal Truth well applyd 
70 4 Point in Queſtion, which drives 
the Nail Home in Diſcourſe, and 
clinches it with the ſtrongeſ} Con- 
viction ? Beſides, it oftentimes pins 
the Baſket ip an Adverſary, and 
there's no more to be ſaid of the Mat- 
ter in Diſpute againſt ſuch an irre- 
fragable Argument: Inſomuch, that 
ARISTOTLE, in his RHETORICK, often 
reckons Pꝛoberbs among the unde 
niable Teſtimonies of Truth, upon the 
Account of their perſwaſive Influence, 
and their convincing Power. Quix- 
TILIAN alſo, in many Places of his 
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IxSTITUTIONS , makes JON or 
Pioverbs, as mainly conducive to 
che Axr of ſpeaking well, f moving 
be Paſſions, and of perſwading the 
Judgment 20 4 Belief of what is ſpo- 
ken with ſo much Eloquence and Au- 
J thority. For indeed they are of uni- 
verſal Credit , and ſo well known 
erery where for their Veracity, that 
hey need not 4 Juſtice of Peace his 
Pass, to carry them through the whole 
$ World. They have palsd through fo 
many Ages already, had the Conſent 
of ſo many Nations, and are ſtill the 
SAME in ſo many Languages; without 
Contradiction, that they are allow'd 
on all Hands, and confirm'd by 4 
GENERAL. Voice, to be everlaſh 
ing Standards of TRUTH: And 1 
TRUTH it ſelf now has not the Pow= 
er of Perſwaſion, what an incredu- 
lous Age do we live in | But however 
yet, if Probability be any Argument 
to perſwade the.
